WASHINGTON, Sept. 
12—Having 
rejected Secretary Mellon’s 
(proposal 
for the abolitl'on of all income sur­ 
taxes above 25 percent the administra­ 
tion senators who constitute a major­ 
ity of the Senate finance committee 
are seriously contemplating today the 
“ scrapping” of tother parts of the Mel­ 
lon tax plan. With two Republican 
committee members—Senators La Fol­ 
lette of Wisconsin and Smoot of Utah 
—threatening to carry their opposi­ 
tion to the administration’s $3,200,- 
000,000 tax program to the Senate, the 
administration members are worried 
over the danger of a long, hard fight 
over taxation. 
They hope to have a new edition of 
the House tax bill ready for the Sen­ 
ate when that body reconvenes on 
September 21. but, when they settled 
down today to writing one, they ad­ 
mitted the difficulties of the task lx.'- 
fore them. 
Treasury exipertg estimate that the 
amount of revenue the House Bill 
would raise in 1922 w<ould be $2,%0,- 
000,000 while, under the present ?w*t, 
it would be $3,200,000,000. The admin­ 
istration senators have agreed to use 
Mellon’s estimate of $3,200,000.000 as 
the basis of their bill. 
Months ago Republican leaders of 
Congress realized that the trend of 
taxation was nVure likely to be upward 
than downward. But a revenue bill of 
$3,200,000,000 
is 
disconserting 
to 
them, especially with next years con­ 
gressional election 
already 
looming 
larg on the political horizon. Hence 
the .probability that even if Senator 
Penrose and his Republican colleagues 
who dominate the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee decide to write much of 
the Mellon tax plan into the House 
Bill, that an alliance between the Re­ 
publican independent element and the 
Democrats of congress may force a 
marked modification of it before a re­ 
venue revision, measure ig sent 'to 
the President for his approval.
